Melbourne has secured fifth place in the pre- 
season cup and its third win in succession after 
the side disposed of a lacklustre and severely 
undermanned Perth Glory 1-0 at Olympic Park 
on Friday night. e 

A late Danny Allsopp strike ensured the deserved 
win as he latched on to the end of a well weighted 
Adrian Caceres cross, nodding the ball past Glory 
custodian Alek Vrteski to score a much-belated 
84th minute winner 
Perth scorned a brilliant chance to send the game 
into extra time in the 90th minute, as substitute Jo- 
sip Magdic hit the post after a free kick from Stan 
Lazaridis caused pandemonium in the area. 

Ina best-on-ground performance, stand-in captain 
Grant Brebner brilliantly marshalled the midfield 
in assertive fashion, while Caceres dominated the 
left hand side of the park in an inspired display. 
Following a rather opening tentative opening, the 
home side shot several warning signs as central 
defender Adrian Leijer played a low ball into the 
area finding Steve Pantelidis, but the midfielder 
struggled to place the vital final touch needed in a 
goal mouth scramble, 

After a quarter of an hour, Brebner was almost 
able to break free of the shackles applied by the 
Glory defence, as he burst into the area following 
a slalom run, but a timely interception curtailed 
the former Dundee United player’s efforts. 
Dominating the left flank, the South American 
connection of Argentinean born winger Caceres 
and Claudinho continued to link in impressive 
fashion as a lofted cross from the ex-Perth player 
almost sent the Brazilian through on goal. 

In his first starting appearance for Melbourne, 
Claudinho looked lively, as the fleet footed import 
weaved through the park, but found Glory’s mam- 
moth back four a major stumbling block to cam- 
ing a breakthrough goal, finding himself fushed 
off the ball with relative ease. 

While Victory dictated the game’s tempo, Mer- 
tick’s men lacked the clinical presence of first 
choice attackers Archie Thompson and Allsopp in 
attack and struggled to exploit the injury riddled 
Glory, as an Alessandro free kick was curled rather

feebly into-the arms of Vrtes- 
ki, before Perth almost pun- 
ished Melbourne at the other 
end of the park with Stuart 
Young. 

But on 29 minutes, Alessan- 
dro spumed a golden chance 
to hand Victory the lead when 
the 23-year old played an in- 
tricate one-two with Brazilian 
compatriot Claudinho before 
moving into the area and strik- 
ing across the face of goal. 

In positive signs for Mel- 
boume in the lead up to 
round one, Melbourne’s fiu- 
ent forward movements on 
both flanks caused Perth sig- 
nificant duress as one-time 
Kristian Sarkies perpetually 
sent crosses into the area to 
no ay: 
Catching Melbourne un- 
awares in the final moments of 
the half Mislav Saric released 
a pile driver which flew just 
wide of Galekovic’s goal. 
After a Sarkies header was 
cleared off the line by Tyler 
Simpson early in the second 
half, the Glory should have 
gone one ahead when Saric 
shot into the side netting after 
being fed a through ball by 
journeyman Stuart Young. 
Within minutes of his _injec- 
tion into the attack, Thomp- 
son scomed yet another scor- 
ing chance for Melbourne as 
he headed a Caceres cross 
straight into the arms of the 
Perth custodian. 

As extra time loomed ominously, an organised 
Perth outfit were able to test the Victory defence 
on numerous occasions as they stifled Fred of 


* space behind the forward line and attacked down 


the right flank through Leo Bertos, as Alessandro 
continued to neglect his defensive duties, 

But with ten minutes remaining, a deflected Grant 
Brebner strike looped high, before super-sub All- 
sopp popped up to head home the winner, sending 
the disappointing crowd of 2215 into raptures. 
Victory coach Ernie Merrick was thrilled with the 
performance of his much-maligned striker. 

“It was great to see Daniel Allsopp come on and

LIONS CEMENT 
PLACE IN FINALS 
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GALLANT RICHMOND KNOCKED OUT OF TOP SIX RACE = 


Preston Lions destroyed Richmond’s Top 
Six hopes and strengthened their own claims 
with a 2-1 come from behind win at Connor 
Reserve, 

Ina lively start Johnny Sapazovski shot over 
the crossbar from the edge of the penalty box in 
the first minute after a cross from Marinos Gas- 
paris, Richmond then attacked, with Semir Sivic 
running onto a ball switched from left to right, 
cutting inside and shooting over the bar from 
twenty-five yards out. Sapazovski shot wide in 
the fifth minite when a headed clearance from a 
cross fell at his feet just outside the area. 

Five minutes later Brendan Beni intercepted 
a pass and chipped over a defender to find James 
Robinson, who had his yolley turned around the 
post by Preston keeper Savas Ozdemir. The next 
chance didn’t come for ten minutes, Gasparis 
found cutting into the box on the left but unable 
to beat Richmond keeper Nick Crossley from a 
slight angle fifteen yards from goal. Some trick- 
ery from Robinson by the left-side comer flag 
ended with him beating two defenders and cross- 
ing into the area where Sivic headed the ball over 
the bar. 

Less then a minute later a cross from Sivic saw 
Ozdemir fail to capture the ball, with Beni unable 
to capitalise on the opportunity presented to him 
the Lions were let off the hook. When a free kick 
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was cleared out to Graham Hockless, his ball for- 
ward was laid back by Simon Webster for Veton 
Korcarevski to strike, which saw the ball fly well 
over the target, 

On the half hour another Sivie cross ended up 
being cleared only as far as Beni, who struck it 
back over the crossbar. A minute later Zaya You- 
nan forced a save from Crossley with an effort 
from the edge of the area. Daniel Visevic put a 
shot wide and Ozdemir saved from Robinson in 
the aftermath of a corner before the Eagles broke 
through in the final minute of thé first half. Gra- 
ham Hockless won the ball and found Robinson, 
who played it to Korcarevski. From the fringe of 
the penalty area he unleashed a shot low into the 
corner to fire the away side into a-1-0 lead at the 
break. 

When play resumed, it looked for a while as if 
Richmond would soon add a second. In the first 
minute a series of one-two passes between Rob- 
inson and Visevic ended with a shot from Visevic 
being blocked and landing in the path of Robm- 
son fifteen yards directly in front of goal and with 
a defender falling down behind him. He struck 
the ball wide and over corner of the goal. 

Sivic produced another cross from the right two 
minutes later, the ball slightly away from Robin- 
son seeing him flick it over his head and onto the 
top of the crossbar. Then a minute later Robinson 
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played in Sivic, who had his shot parried by Oz- 
demir across the goalmouth. The ball ran away 
from Korcarevski, who did well to keep it in play 
and win a corner when his shot from a tight angle 
was cleared. 

Nick Lazarevski headed a cross from the right 
wide after fifty-five minutes before Richmond 
wasted another glorious opportunity, Hockless 
feeding Visevic who played in Robinson up the 
middle, Ozdemir saying with his feet when left 
‘one-on-one with Richmond’s leading scorer, 
Four minutes Jater the inspirational Younan had a 
shot blocked for a corner. Younan took the corner 
which was headed in at the near post by Laza~ 
revski, and the sides were once again on level 
terms. 

Richmond tried to hit back with a long throw 
by Hockless which was headed down by James 
Baskerville for Visevic to strike, his yolley just 
wide of the top corner. Noel Bahnsen was booked 
for pulling back Lazarevski as the ball bounced 
poorly for him, but the free kick came to nothing 
when it hit the wall. Substitute Blaze Georgioski 
found an un-marked Lazarevski as the ball was 
shifted across from the right to the left, and the 
Lions marksman made no mistake with his fin- 
ish, putting the home side in front after sixty-six 
minutes. 

Beni shot wide when a ball was cleared to him 
on the edge of the box, as Richmond struggled to 
regain their composure. Robinson shot over with 
ten minutes to go. Three minutes later Sapazovs- 
ki could have sealed the win, but Crossley came 
out and saved when left stranded one-on-one 
with the striker. Preston comfortably saw out the 
rest of the game until a scare in the final minute. 
when substitute Xhezair Sulemani’s square ball 
from the right ran across the six yard box without 
anyone able to steer it into the net.

Hyundai A-League season, John Bonacci caught 
up with several Victory stalwarts to discuss the year 
ahead, 


Last season, Victory coach Ernie Merrick stated from 
the outset that he was building a young team that would 
challenge for the A-League title for the seasons ahead. 
Despite leading the competition after a 5-0 demolition 
of Sydney, arguably the greatest day in the club’s his- 
tory since its inception, Victory missed the finals after 
a lacklustre second-last-place finish. 

This season, Merrick has brought in six new faces to

his impressive squad to the top four and secure a finals 
berth in the club’s second season. 

After the last of three impressive preseason results, 
Merrick is looking forward to the challenge of play- 
ing Adelaide as the start of the league beckons. “Two 
home wins in the last two, no goals against and lots 
of chances. Those were the sort of games we threw 
away last season. The best eleven will start (against 
Adelaide) and we have lots of selection headaches. It is 
a fantastic situation for us.

tute of Sport, and more recently as the FFA’s Technical 


Manager of the National Team. 
Joining Smith, as an assistant, is former Socceroo and 
NSL coach, David Mitchell. 


Perth’s favorite son, Stan Lazaridis, returns to the 
domestic game, wearing the Glory colours, follow- 
ing a successful career in the EPL.

Finishing last season as the worst ranked side of the 
Australian based clubs, the on-field performance 
of Melbourne Victory during its inaugural season 
in the A-League will undoubtedly be considered a 
failure. 

Following the teams 5-0 trouncing of eventual pre- 
iniers, Etnie Mertick’s side sat atop the table and was 
considered favourite’s for the inaugural A-League 
competition. 

However, a complete form reversal, combined with the 
exposure of Melbourne’s lack of midfield depth and 
the inexplicable omission of wunderkind Kristian Sar- 
kies, who was the leading provider of goal assists, in 
the subsequent match proved to be the catalyst for the 
team’s on-field demise. 

‘As Victory’s finals aspirations spiralled into oblivion, 
supporters throughout Victoria laid the blame on head 
coach Merrick, questioning his competency as a man 
manager despite the former VIS coach’s stance as the 
most highly credentialed trainer in the nation. 

But while the side floundered on the park, Melbourne 
thrived off it as fans turned up to matches in droves 
and signed up for a record number of club member- 
ships. 

Often maligned as a football yenue, Olympic Park 
proved to be the competition's most dynamic venue, 
with the terraces alive in scenes which have never been 
‘seen on such a regular basis in Australian football. 
Though Merrick’s tactical nous is often doubted, the 
Victory ‘gaffer’ has an unmatched eye for talent and 
has embarked on the most impressive recruitment 
‘campaign in the A-League. 

Having lacked width throughout the preceding season, 
the club secured the signature of Argentinean-born 
winger Adrian Cacetes to fill the void on the left hand 
side of the park. 

Capable of tormenting opposing full backs with his 
speed and skill, the ex-Perth Glory player is sure to be 
a valuable acquisition for the club, while former Mel- 
bourne Knights defender Roddy Vargas was recruited 
to provide cover in defence. 

‘The side also signed former Dundee United midfielder 
Grant Brebner in a bid to rectify the club's lack of mid- 
field depth, but it has been the signings of its Brazilian 
trio which has left supporters in a state of jubilation 
and opposing clubs in awe,

Qantas Young Matildas star Collette McCallum 
has scored two of the most bizarre goals to get 
Australia off to a winning start at the FIFA U/20 
_ World Championships in St. Petersburg, Rus- 
sia. 
McCallumt’s two goals plus a header virtually right 
on full time from captain Sally Shipard, gave the 
Young Matildas a comfortable, but far from con- 
vincing 3-0 win over New Zealand. 
While Australia dominated proceedings, especially 
in the second half, it wasn’t until late in the match 
that Australia put the result beyond doubt with two 
goals in the final ten minutes, 
McCallum’s goals though will be the talking point; 
with her two strikes a personal embarrassment for 
the New Zealand keeper Clansey. 
Her first goal in the 39th minute came after her 
inswinging corner sailed over Clansey’s head and 
directly into the goal. The second goal came with 
ten minutes remaining when her attempted cross 
from wide on the right, again deceived Clansey and 
sailed over her head. 
Shipard finished off the scoring 92nd minute, head- 
ing home Ledbrook’s deep comer to the back post, 
Young Matildas coach Alistair Edwards while de- 
lighted with the win, was not totally satisfied with 
the performance and knows that improvement will 
be needed. 
“Not totally,” was Edwards response when asked 
if he was satisfied with the performance. “Results 
wise it was good to get off to that sort of start. I 
thought we did okay but we can do better. 
“It was a slow start but that had a lot to do with 
New Zealand playing five in midfield. Secend half 
we played football we know we are capable of and 
it was a very, very good performance by the girls.” 
Indeed Edwards knows his girls could have won 
more convincingly and in what is regarded as the 
toughest group; goals difference could become all- 
important at the end. 
Tt was a nervous start by both teams, although New 
Zealand probably had slightly the better of play and 
tested the Australian defence on several occasions. 
However once the Aussies settled down and found 
their passing range they started to put pressure on 
New Zealand.

While there are now rules which make it near impos- 
sible for them to ever get promoted to the SPL, (such 
as haying a stadium with 6000+ 
seats) it’s still possible to be drawn against big clubs 
in cup fixtures. 
This is the great thing about Scottish football: it still 
has local community-based clubs playing in the high- 
est level of competition, No matter how big Celtic and 
Rangers are, how much money they spend on inter- 
national players, or how often they play Champions 
League ties in places like Milan or Barcelona; they are 
still forced to play Cup ties in places like Stenhouse- 
thuir or Cowdenbeath. 

In these sorts of matches players can be just as much 
fans as competitors. A couple of seasons back, when 
Falkirk were still in First Division, they were drawn 
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against Celtic at Parkhead. When the team ran onto the 
pitch, so in awe were they of playing against their idols 
in front of $5,000 people, they brought cameras and 
camcorders with them to record the moment. 
However this could all potentially change, with Scot- 
tish football about the experience the greatest shake- 

© up since the creation of the Scottish Premier League 
in 1997. Last Thursday the SPL announced plans to 
create the SPL 2. 10 clubs from the Scottish Football 
League will be invited to form the new second tier to 
the SPL, 

On the surface, it’s simply a re-branding of First Divi- 
sion, even retaining their one-team promotion/relega- 
tion system, Eric Drysdale, Secretary of Raith Rovers, 
told the Scotsman, “... it will be the same matches 
between the same players in front of the same specta-

However there are repercussions, 
Currently the three divisions below 
the SPL are run by the SFL, The 116 
year-old organisation has been dis- 
empowered ever since the SPL took 
its 12 biggest clubs, With the SPL 2 
set to take another 10, the body will 
practically be irrelevant. 

The League Cup, the SFL’s biggest 
asset and the great leveller that fore- 
es highly paid professionals to travel 
to obscure towns in rural Scotland, 
is also under threat. 

As a prerequisite for joining SPL2, 
clubs must have a 3,000 plus seated 
stadium and pitch protection. Of the 
twenty teams in Second and Third 
Division, only two meet such crite-, 
tia, Unless they're able to spend tite 
money to upgrade their stadiums, 
they'll effectively be shut out from 
promotion. Thus inclusion. will be 
|. decided by finances just as much as 
sporting metit. As Eric Drysdale says “I don’t want to 
get into the top league just because we have the right 
number of seats.” 

Just as was the case with the creation of the SPL, the 
‘SPL 2 will increase the inequality between clubs. 

In the actual football this weekend, Rangers defeated 
Hearts 2-0 in what was a must-win match for both 
teams. Hibs finally won their first match of the year, 
beating Motherwell 3-1. Both Dundee United and Ab- 
erdeen were unlucky to draw their respective matclies, 
despite outplaying-their opposition.
